orltl  PoHcp  Force 

In  spite  of  non«  loo  favorable  weather 
at  the  opening  discussions  of  the  Military 
StaT  Committee  of  the  United  Nalioni  on 
the  suggested  constitution  of  a world  police 
force,  there  are  probably  few  ideas  before 
the  world  today  which  could  have  as  full 
• meamngb  for  humanity.  What  is  con- 
cerned. of  course,  is  not  merely  a police  force, 
however  small  at  the  start,  but  the  readiness 
of  the  world  to  subscribe  to  law  in  place 
of  force.  The  largest  police  force  imagin* 
able  would  be  meaningless  unless  backing 
that  there  was  a body  of  workable  inter- 
national law  and  nalioni  intent  upon  keep- 
ing It. 

All  the  polite  rules  and  conventic^ns  against 
the  use  of  poison  gas.  submarines.  rockets, 
nuclear  fission  bombs  and  the  like — if  there 
ia  anywhere  a thing  akin  to  the  atcunic  missile 
— >will  be  meaningless  uolesr-iTuman  society 
as  a whole  decides  to  f«cgo  these  poisonous 
indulgences  as  means  of  armed  aggression, 
l ikewise,  to  cross  s border  without  warrant 
u an  act  of  bad  faith,  whether  it  is  done 
secretly  through  chanccllocirs.  or  openly  in 
the  field.  The  recent  World  War  showed 
that  horror  has  always  intensified  in  war: 
fear  of  reprisal  putting  about  the  only  limit 
to  what  a nation  under  pressure  will  do 

It  is  expecting  a gcxid  deal  of  such  a 
world  to  suggest  that  suddenly  it  will  sub- 
scribe  peacefully  to  the  rule  of  law  and  sup- 
port a world  police  force  loyally.  Yet  both 
of  those  elements  would  have  to  come  before 
an  international  body  of  "bluecoals"  would 
have  real  meaning-  It  may  be  that  in 
time  world  opinion  will  force  such  a develop- 
ment For  (he  uke  of  humanity,  it  should. 
Meanwhile  it  is  something  to  have  even 
the  vision.  The  world  would  be  the  better 
for  the  rule  of  law,  backed  by  informed 
and  earnest  public  opinion.  To  expect  any 
body  of  men  (o  police  a world  without  these 
concomitants  would  be  idle. 

ChiBrn^  Alert 

Those  in  charge  of  municipal  administra- 
tions in  the  Greater  Victoria  area  might  do 
well  to  examine  the  srotr  polled  in  the  two 
major  by-law  references  submitted  to  (he 
ratepayers  in  June  Victoria  City,  Oak  Bay, 
Esquimau.  Sianich  and  rural  communities 
adjoining  stood  firmly  together  at  the  polls 
The  ratepayers  acted  in  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  (he  Greater  Victoria  area  exists  in 
fact,  if  it  cannot  yet  be  traced  within  united 
municipal  boundaries..  Thia  example  of 
cohesion  was  the  more  marked  because  it 
was  BO  overwhelmingly  decisive  and  pledged 
to  forward  action. 

Greater  Victoria  voters  by  their  united 
response  to  the  transit  and  schools  measures 
were  giving  a clear  lead  to  their  wverat  ad- 
ministrations. 7*hey  moved  without  equiv- 
ocation on  two  of  (he  main  problems  fac- 
ing the  whole  community.  With  that 
example  in  mind,  action  to  forward  the 
process  of  amalgamation  itself  should  not 
now  be  beyond  hope.  'Hie  voters  every- 
where are  ready  for  it.  1 hey  can  see  that 
the  quadruple  mutiplication  from  four  civic 
administrations  in  an  area  four  miles  by 
seven  miles  is  both  obsolete  and  wasteful. 
As  a single  community.  Greater  Victoria 
w'ould  enter  into  its  own  as  a thriving 
metropolitan  rone 

A good  deal  oT  research  work  has  been  done 
•n  the  issue  of  amalgamation  by  various 
advocates  in  the  past.  Every  fact  and  figure 
that  could  reasonably  be  required  u on  file 
in  some  record,  provincial  or  municipal. 
All  that  seems  to  be  lacking  is  the  spur 
to  get  CIVIC  administrations  moving  tn 
unison.  The  prolonged  delays  in  waiting 
for  additional  informaton  or  further  reporti 
are  beginning  to  irk.  specially  when  citizens 
themselves  have  shown  their  readinru  to 
entertain  the  larger  issue  directly.  A joint 
referendum  on  amalgamation  could  be  put 
at  the  December  polls,  and  preparations  to 
that  end  should  be  commenced  in  each 
municipal  area  now. 

Diplomalic  Immiinily 

Skeletons  can  be  imagined  in  every  closet 
if  one  has  a mind  that  works  that  way.  and 
■ thief  can  be  envisaged  in  evrry  cupboard. 
Similarly  a foreign  agent  can  be  detected  in 
every  visitor  who  comes  to  this  country  if 
one  lets  imagination  run  not.*  This  attitude 
makes  a pcKir  basis  however  upon  which  to 
build  objections  to  giving  United  Nations 
personnel  the  diplomatic  immunity  which 
IS  accorded  forri^  delegate  stationed  in 
Canada.  It  is  stretching  fancy  considerably 
Co  lummoii  up  pictures  of  motor  cars  loaded 
with  atomic  bombs  and  submarines  lurking 
off  the  coastal  areas  just  becauM  a customary 
diplotpatk  privilege  is  to  be  extended 

As  a member  nation  of  the  world  or- 
gantzation  which  mankind  hopes  wil|  manage 
CO  hold  the  balance  in  these  precarious  timet. 
Canada  is  duty  bound  to  grant  rbc  same 
rights  to  the  United  Nations  that  it  does 
to  foreign  poweri.  Not  to  do  so  would 


be  to  resUKt  the  United  Nations  true 
functioning  and  for  no  good  leason.  The 
allegation  (hat  this  world  body  might 
contain  officials  who  would  take  advantage 
of  diplomatic  immunity  to  harm  this  coun- 
try IS  specious  when  it  is  recalled  these  same 
persons  could,  if  so  minded,  operate  in  other 
inirrntt  through  their-  regular  national 
agencies  already  accredited  here. 

The  contention  seems  too  absurd  on  the 
face  of  it  to  warrant  consideration,  although 
presented  on  the  floor  of  the  Mouse  of  Com- 
riJlK-ns  ht't'Afon  • jp.i.Ij  jmiI  anv 


Other  power  can  only  be  predicted  on  the 
assumption  of  integrity  and  gexxj  will:  that 
IS  why  diplomatic  immunity  is  reciprocated. 
The  United  Nations  has  been  given  a similar 
status,  and  from  one  point  of  view  its  stand- 
ing may  be  regarded  as  transcending  national 
interests.  Its  work  would  be  harmed  be- 
yond repair  were  it  to  be  refused  customary 
international  privileges.  ']  he  success  of  the 
world  body  depends  a great  deal  upon  the 
freedom  with  which  it  will  be  able  to  operate 
in  all  the  countries  of  its  membet  nations. 


Fore>t*r  Caiiatia 

High  up  on  a bluff  overlooking  Hongkong 
Harbor  is  a little  cemetery  (hat  has  become 
part  of  Canada.  The  orderly  rows  of  white 
wooden  crosses,  some  day  to  be  replaced 
by  stone,  tell  the  story  of  (he  300  men  who 
gave  their  lives  in  grim  defence  of  that  out- 
post of  Empire  in  (he  fateful  December 
of  1941.  They  recall  the  gallantry  of  a 
small  band  of  men  lacing  very  great  odds, 
so  that  tar  off  time  might  be  gained  to 
gather  strength  to  meet  a new  foe  Now 
they  tie  together  again,  just  as  in  life  they 
stood  shoulder  to  shoulder  against  the  enemy. 

It  was  a moving  ceremony  yesterday  when 
this  small  plot  of  Astatic  earth  became  dedi- 
cated to  Canada  and  to  (he  memory  of  the 
soldiers  whose  names  are  inscribed  on  the 
white  crosses  of  sacrifice.  It  was  simple  in 
extent,  attended  by  representatives  of  (his 
country  and  blessed  by  the  chaplains  of 
Hongkong  s land  forces.  It  was  similar  to 
others  taking  place  these  days  in  various 
parts  of  the  globe  as  the  bodies  of  Canadian 
servicemen  are  gathered  reverently  for  re- 
burial in  sites^  selected  speculty  as  their  final 
resting  places 

The  task  ot  laying  opt  cemeteries  in  foreign 
countries  for  the  fallen  of  this  nation  is  a 
sincere  one.  It  began  shortly  after  the  guns 
cea.sed  to  fire,  and  it  will  go  on  tor  tome 
time  yet.  Based  on  the  pattern  and  ex- 
perience of  a similar  melancholy  duty  fol- 
lowing the  Great  War.  (he  war  graves  com- 
missions are  carrying  out  their  assignment 
with  the  same  attentive  care.  A uniform 
design  and  setting  will  mark  (he  burial  plots 
that  will  become  forever  part  of  Canada. 
In  days  to  come  when  pilgrimages  are  made 
to  these  cemeteries,  hallowed  by  the  memory 
of  those  they  commemorate,  it  will  be  found 
that  the  grounds  have  been  fashioned  so 
as  to  be  in  every  respect  worthy  of  the  mem- 
ories they  hold.  There  will  be  satisfaction 
in  bereaved  hearts  because  of  (his. 

llsr  (damping  Flares 

Since  man  discovered  fire  and  turned  it 
to  useful  account,  the  urge  to  light  a firy  and 
watch  Its  merry  dance  has  probably  been 
wcll-mgh  universal.  I he  British  Columbia 
Forestry  Department  has  taken  that  very 
human  tendency  into  account  in  the  con- 
struction of  innumerable  public  camping 
grounds  throughout  provincial  forest 'stands. 
Alongside  each  scenic  show  place  in  the 
woods  today  will  be  found  a stone  or  con- 
crete fireplare  in  an  open  clearing,  well  away 
from  the  underbrush.  These  camp  grates 
arc  for  use. 

The  more  that  the  public  uses  them  and 
refrains  from  lighting  indivictual  camp  fires 
in  the  bush,  the  safer  wilt  be  British  Co- 
lumbia woods  tn  this,  (he  dry-weather  peak 
of  the  fire  season. 

July  on  forest  rangers  books  ii  a busy 
month  It  usually  brings  low  humidity, 
dry  bush  and  the  largest  public  use  of  the 
woods  of  the  year.  Rams  may  make  the 
forest  safe  for  a day.  but  the  hot  sun  reduces 
that  protection  soon.  It  is  good  sports 
manship  and  good  citizenship  to  keep  the 
camp  and  picnic  fires  to  those  places  where 
the  forest  service  has  taken  every  pains  to 
make  (hem  safe.
